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Fast  Of  The  First  Born 

Erev  Pesaeh  is  a Fast  Day  for  first- 
born Jewish  males.  This  is  a form  of 
thanksgiving  to  God  for  having-  spared 
the  Jewish  B’chorim  on  the  eve  of  the 
Exodus  from  Egypt,  when  all  Egyptian 
first-born  were  slain.  A B’chor  may  be 
excused  from  fasting  if  he  completes 
the  study  of  a volume  of  the  Talmud  by 
the  eve  of  Passover.  Since  most  men  are 
too  occupied  with  the  cares  of  daily  duty 
to  find  time  for  so  much  study,  it  is 
customary  for  the  B’chorim  to  gather  in 
the  synagog-ue  at  the  morning  service 
on  Erev  Pesaeh,  where  the  Rabbi  makes 
the  ’Siyum’  and  includes  all  the  B’chorim 
present  so  that  they  may  be  excused  from 
the  Fast. 

Rabbi  Margolis  will  conduct  the 
‘Siyum’  for  the  first-born  in  the  Beth 
Hamidrash  of  the  Adath  Jeshurun  Syna- 
gogue, King  Edward  Avenue,  on  Friday 
morning  at  the  service  which  begins  at 
7 a.m.  All  Ottawa  B’chorim  are  urged 
to  be  present.

Housewives’  Note 

‘Eruv  Tavshilin’  must  be  made  next 
Thursday  in  order  to  permit  the  house- 
wife to  cook  and  bake  on  Yomtov  for 
Shabbos  which  follows  close  upon  the 
holiday.  Special  prayers  are  pronounced 
in  this  special  ceremony,  and  are  to  be 
found  in  any  f.’idur  o-  Machrcr.

Concerning  Chometz 
‘B’dikas  Chometz’ — the  ceremonial  of 
searching  out  the  Chometz  must  be  per- 
formed by  the  head  of  the  household 
no  later  than  immediately  after  sundown 
on  Thursday  evening.  The  last  Chometz 
meal  must  be  concluded  by  Friday  morn- 
ing at  ten  o’clock.  At  this  time  Chometz 
must  be  burned,  and  no  sign  or  vestige 
to  remain  for  the  rest  of  the  holiday. 
As  to  the  close  of  the  holiday,  it  is 
advisable  not  to  eat  bread  until  Sunday, 
April  24th,  to  be  sure  that  it  was  not 
baked  on  the  Passover. 

Jews  have  until  Friday  morning,  at 
the  very  latest,  to  arrange  with  the 
Rabbi  for  the  sale  of  Chometz.  It  is 
imperative  to  see  the  Rabbi  personally 
anf  tc  sign  the  authorization  for  the 
( hontetz  to  be  sold  through  customary 
rabbinic  agency.

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SOLEMN  SEDER  THOUGHTS 

If,  indeed,  it  is  inevitable  that  History  repeat  it- 
self, would  that  we  could  thumb  its  ‘ample  page,  rich 
with  the  spoils  of  time,  and  choose  for  repetition,  those 
inspiring  and  delightful  chapters  that  rellect  the  for- 
ward-moving evolution  of  Man.  But  History  is  in  base 
mood.  It  is  repeating,  with  too  passionate  emphasis, 
those  inhuman  events  in  the  life  of  humanity  whicn 
make  one  wonder  whether  the  happy  events  ever  really 
happened.  The  rise  of  Democracy,  the  advancement  oi 
science  and  literature,  the  abolition  of  slavery— did 
these  really  occur,  or  were  they  mere  mirages,  imagined 
by  hopeful  historians  in  the  blinding,  parching  desert 
of  a still  extant  world  of  barbarism  ignorance  and 
hate? 

The  Seder  and  the  Hagadah  will  reflect  a curious 
yet  terrifying  anomaly  this  year.  The  Prussian 
Pharaoh  of  our  day  is  riding  high — higher  than  ever. 
His  hordes  of  Huns,  his  horse  and  chariot  of  inglorious 
glory  are  not  drowning  in  the  Red  Sea  of  his  creation. 
On  the  contrary,  through  a Red  Sea  of  hate  and  terror 
he  is  advancing  his  triumphant  goose-step,  widening 
his  borders,  multiplying  his  slaves  by  millions,  and 
emerging  proud,  victorious  and  unscathed.  In  this  new 
era  of  Pharaoism,  it  is  the  Jewish  slaves  who  are  being 
engulfed  en  masse  in  the  Red  Sea  of  blood.  The 
plagues  of  darkness,  pestilence  and  death  are  afflict- 
ing the  Jew — afflicting  the  Jew  who.  on  thousands  of 
Seder  nights,  recalled  those  very  plagues  as  they  were 
visited  upon  the  Arch-Pharaoh  who  was  forced  to 
grant  us  freedom! 

‘A vadim  ha-yinu.  . . . Slaves  were  we  in  Egypt.  . .’ 
Were,  indeed!  And  what  are  millions  of  our  brethren 
today,  in  Germany,  Austria,  Poland.  Rumania,  Hunga- 
ry? What  kind  of  a Seder  will  they  have?  What  kind 
of  ‘Kashyoth’  will  their  children  ask?  In  Poland,  our 
people  have  had  no  bread — not  even  Matzoh — for  many 
countless  nights.  In  Germany,  every  night  for  the 
past  five  years  has  been  ‘Koolo  maror’ — entirely  bitter. 
In  Austria — no  need  for  salt  water.  Every  moment  and 
morsel  of  food  is  dipped  and  saturated  in  tears.  Super- 
fluous indeed  would  be  the  question  of  the  Jewish 
child  in  Europe — ‘Mah  nishtanah’ — Why  is  this  night 
different?  For  Seder  night  will  be  no  different  to  Euro- 
pean Jewry,  from  all  other  nights  of  recent  years. 
Surely  the  bitterness  will  be  no  novelty.  . . . 

What  of  us?  And  what  of  our  Seder?  Are  we  pre- 
pared to  answer  all  the  questions  our  children  may  ask? 
What  if  they  confront  us  with  this  challenging  query: 
‘Why  do  we  rejoice  over  the  liberation  of  the  six  hund- 
red thousand  Jews  from  Egypt,  when  ten  times  that 
number  are  enslaved  today  in  Europe?’  To  properly 


answer  this  overpowering  ‘Kashyah’,  we  must  clear 
up  a few  plagues  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic. 

A striking  folk  tale  is  told  of  a rustic  Jewish 
farmer  who  lived  far  from  the  city  and  whose  Jewish 
education  was  worse  than  neglected.  Of  course,  he 
conducted  the  Seder  for  his  family  as  conscientiously 
as  he  knew — though  his  errors  :in  reading  the  Hagadah 
were  as  numerous  as  the  words  in  it,  and  his  under- 
standing of  the  meanings,  less  than  nothing.  One  Pass- 
over  just  prior  to  the  Seder,  our  hero  reached  into  an 
old  cioset  for  his  Hagadah.  He  brought  forth  an  old 
pamphlet — it  was  a Slichah  service,  instead  of  a Haga- 
dah. But  that  made  no  difference  to  the  rustic  Israelite. 
He  began  to  recite  the  service,  laboriously,  of  course, 
but  earnestly.  Towards  the  end,  he  grew  somewhat 
suspicious,  for  he  missed  the  recitation  of  the  ‘Makoth’ 
— the  plagues.  He  knew  that  there  must  be  plagues 
enumerated  in  the  Hagadah.  He  read  on,  wonderingly. 
Then  his  face  lighted  up  with  joy.  He  had  found  them ! 
Dipping  his  finger  excitedly  into  his  cup  of  wine,  he 
began  to  call  off  the  ‘Makoth’ — ‘Ashamnu,  bagadnu, 
gazalnu  dibarnu  dofi !’ 

It  is  to  smile,  and  yet  to  think.  For  these  con- 
fessions of  the  ‘Slichah’  and  of  Yom  Kippur  do,  after 
all,  represent  plagues  in  our  lives.  It  is  an  anomalous 
trick  we  ascribe  to  contemporary  History  during  these 
chaotic  times,  when  Passover  commemorates  freedom 
and  witnesses  stupendous  slavery.  Yet.  perhaps  it  is 
more  than  the  distortion  of  Historic  repetition.  Our 
afflictions  may  have  purpose.  Perhaps  they  are  occur- 
ring in  Europe  in  order  to  warn  and  awaken  us  on  this 
free  continent,  to  the  subtle  plagues  that  threaten  our 
own  security,  and  blind  us  to  our  own  responsibility. 

‘Ashamnu’  is  the  plague  of  guilt — guilt  for  com- 
munal disintegration,  the  sin  of  which  is  cold  indiffer- 
ence to  Jewish  communal  needs.  . . . 

‘Bagadnu’ — we  may  have  been  unfaithful  to  our 
leaders.  Ours  may  have  been  the  treachery  of  non- 
cooperation  with  those  who  are  giving  their  lives  for 
the  honour  and  dignity  of  a unified  Israel.  . . . 

‘Gazalnu’ — we  may  have  robbed  our  children  of 
their  due  in  Jewish  education,  of  their  precious  hours 
and  years  of  inspiration  and  faith,  that  they  might 
grow  up  to  a full  measure  of  intellectual  and  spiritual 
consciousness 

‘Dibarnu  dofi’ — we  may  have  spoken  wrongly.  We 
may  have  besmirched  a name,  made  a carping  critism, 
spoiled  the  unity  of  thought,  through  our  thoughtless 
words.  . . . 

These  possible  plagues  that  consume  from  within, 
may  have  made  us  susceptible  to  the  assaults  of  our 
enemies.  Perhaps  the  plagues  of  Nazism,  tyranny, 
persecution  in  Europe  today  are  yet  to  be  blessings 
in  disguise. 

We  still  have  one  classic  answer  to  all  questions. 
‘Sheb’chal  yom  va-yom  omdim  aleinu  le-chaloseinu'. 
History  records  that  every  day  in  our  national  career, 
our  enemies  have  wanted  to  destroy  us.  ‘Ve-hakadosh 
Baruch  hu  matzileinu  miyadam’.  And  the  Almighty, 
Blessed  be  He,  saves  us  from  them.  Surely  He  will  bring 
us  another  Passover— a far  happier  one  than  this. 
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A WORTHY  THOUGHT 

From  our  comfortable  distance,  the 
horrors  of  living  in  certain  countries  of 
Europe  appear  to  be  something  far  re- 
moved from  our  everyday  lives  on  this 
safe  side  of  the  Atlantic.  Today,  in 
Canada,  vve  are  free  and  equal  citizens 
of  the  realm.  We  follow  our  various 
businesses  and  occupations  iin  the  know- 
ledge that  law,  order  and  good  govern- 
ment, the  fundamental  bases  of  democra- 
cy, will  continue  to  permit  life,  liberty 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  But  for 
the  accidental  fact  of  our  parents  having 
left  the  old  country  for  the  freedom  of 
America,  ours  might  have  been  the  cry 
to  tho  Joint  Distribution  Committee  for 
help,  in  order  to  remain  alive — a cry 
that  MUST  be  answered  by  Jewish 
hearts  in  the  ‘free’  countries  of  the  world. 

The  need  this  year  is  greater  than  ever. 
In  addition  to  Germany,  Poland  and 
Roumania,  the  J.  D.  C.  must  also  render 
aid  to  our  fellow-Jews  in  Austria.  All 
who  havo,  in  the  past,  contributed  to  the 
J.  D.  C.  may  take  pride  in  the  work  it  is 
doing.  Though  we  should  like  to  detail 
some  of  the  day-by-day  work  performed 
by  its  agencies — feeding  the  hungry, 
clothing  the  naked,  and  relieving  the 
distress  and  misery  of  countless  thou- 
sands of  Jewish  families  in  Central  and 
Eastern  Europe — space  does  not  allow. 
BUT,  mention  MUST  be  made  of  its 
magnificent  achievements  in  rehabilita- 
ting and  reconstructing  the  lives  of  as 
many  individuals  as  their  finances  (based 
on  our  contributions)  will  permit. 

In  this  rebuilding  of  human  lives, 
therefore,  the  Joint  Distribution  Com- 
mittee is  doing  its  noblest  work.  Where 
all  else  is  destruction,  demoralization, 
despair,  the  J.  D.  C.  is  HOPE,  SALVA- 
TION, NEW  LIFE. 

We,  in  Ottawa,  have  been  called  upon 
to  help.  Our  Campaign,  which  started  off 
so  hopefully  six  weeks  ago,  has  lagged. 
It  is  to  you,  therefore,  that  we  extend 
this  appeal.  If  you  have  not  so  far  been 
called  upon  by  our  teams,  and  you  do 
wish  to  have  a share  in  this  holy  work 
performed  by  the  J.D.C.,  won't  you  please 
telephone  either  Mr.  M.  Loeb  or  Rabbi 
Margolis,  who  will  arrange  that  your 
contribution  will  be  called  for.  Please 
keep  in  mind  that  every  dollar  you  make 
available  to  the  J.D.C.  will  render  help 
to  those  of  our  fellow-Jews  who  are  still 
unfortunate  enough  to  have  to  cry  out 
lor  our  help.

INSPIRING  SUCCESS 

Before  a large  gathering  of  guests  and 
members  of  B’nai  Brith,  Judge  A.  Rose 
of  Boston  Mass,  installed  the  executives 
of  Ottawa  Lodge  No.  885  of  B'nai  Brith 
and  the  Ottawa  Ladies’  Auxiliary  No.  G2. 
The  chief  feature  of  the  evening  was  the 
installation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward 
Gittleson  as  presidents  of  their  respect- 
ive lodges.
